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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment of claims 1 and 15, cancellation of claims 12, 14, and 16-21 in the 
amendment filed on January 14, 2005, is acknowledged. Claims 1-11, 13, and 15 are 
pending in the application. 

Responses to Amendment 

2. Since the formula (I) of the instant peptoid substituted azole compounds has 
been incorporated into claim 1 , therefore, rejection of claims 1-11,13, and 1 5 under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, has been overcome in the amendment filed on January 14, 
2005. Since claims 12, 14, and 16-21 have been cancelled, therefore, rejection of 
claims 12, 14, and 16-21 under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, is obviated herein. 

3. Since the reactant, i.e., pyrazole[5,1-c]-1 ,2,4-triazole has been incorporated into 
claim 1 , therefore, rejection of rejection of claims 1-11,13, and 15 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 
second paragraph, has been overcome in the amendment filed on January 14, 2005. 
Since claims 12, 14, and 16-21 have been cancelled, therefore, rejection of claims 12, 
14, and 16-21 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, is obviated herein. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

--selected from the group consisting of allyl, vinyl, propargyl, alkyl, aryl, alkoxy, 
amino, anilino, alkoxycarbonyl, carbamoyl, acyl, cyano, sulfone, and sulfonamide 
groups,- 

In claim 1, line 7, after "each R2 represents an ... substitutent group", insert 
--selected from the group consisting of alkyl, aryl, and 1-(3-propyl)-2- 
pyrrolidinone groups- 

In claim 1, lines 8-9, after "each R3 represents an ... substitutent group", insert 
--selected from the group consisting of allyl, vinyl, propargyl, alkyl, aryl, alkoxy, 
amino, anilino, alkoxycarbonyl, carbamoyl, acyl, cyano, sulfone, and sulfonamide 
groups- 

In claim 15, line 1, after "claim", delete "14 wherein "a"", and insert 
-1 wherein "a" of the formula I- 
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Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-11, 13, and 1 5 are neither anticipated nor rendered obvious over the art 
of record, and therefore are allowable. This invention relates to ^synthesis of peptoid 
substituted azole compounds. The closest reference is Harder et al. US 5,925,503, 
discloses photographic element having improved magenta light stability and process for 
its use. The difference between instant claims and the above reference is that the 
instant processes are not disclosed in the reference. Suggestion for modification of 
reference to obtain the instant processes has not been found. Claims 1-11,13, and 15 
are allowed.
